food supply of its people, or protects them from consuming, 
through ignorance, food or drugs of a harmful nature-."

statisticans in league with the National Association of Retail 
Clothiers/ showing up men's sartorial sins.

'Last year, they say, only 52 hats were sold for every 100 


American men. The dreadful significance of that may be gath- 
ered fro mthe statement last summer, by leading hatters, that 
three straw hats was the very least a man could get along wih. 
And the average American, it appears, has been getting along 
with only about half of one hat, for winter and summer to- 
gether. 


The clothing situation -with which the present statisticans 


'are chiefly concerned, is not quite so bad, but bad enough. 
Only 62 suits were sol dlast year for every 100 Americans.Evi- 
dently-the average American is making one suit do for nearly 
two years if worn continuously, and making two suits do for 
three years and a quarter if he is lucky and fashionable enough 
to possess as many as two at a time. 


'How this can be it is hard to understand. There has been a 


general impression that industrial workers^ who are supposed 
to support the largest buying class, were going out and buy- 
ing new suits almost every other week. Is it the farmers and 
white collar workers who are bringing down the average to 
such a humiliating level?' Or the capitalists, impoverished as 
they are by income surtaxes?

Suppose roads could be built for motor ve- 
hicles, as long, straight and level as railroad tracks, with no 
sharp curves and no interference from other kinds of traffic, 
and few crossroads even of the same sort.

Automobile tourists could all 
travel safely as fast as the, railroad trains, with none of the 
usual petty annoyances thfi^ now meet with, and added thrill 
and pleasure from being up in the air.

CONVULSION OF NATURE 


RAISE BOTTOM OF OCEAN 


London, Sept. 10, (A. P.)—Discovery 


byj1 cahle repair 'ship that the bed of 
tne ocean in the vicinity ot St. Helena 
had risen two miles during- the last 20 
years has led to a belief among scien- 
tists that the whole southern Atlantic 
ocean bed is undergoing a vast sub- 
marine convulsion. 


Some authorities have even made the 


statement that such changes are going 
on continually, and that these disturb- 
ances may occur in any locality. They 
believe that this is the reason for the 
frequent sudden appearances of islands 
and shoals in the southern oceans. It 
is also claimed that when the ocean bed 
Is raised in one place there is a corre- 
sponding drop in some other section of 
the world. 


The discovery of this strange phen- 


omena was made recently when it was 
reported by the Eastern Cable Com- 
pany that their cable between St. He- 
lena and Capetown was broken at a 
spot .some 500_miles north of the Cape.
